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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-16 and 26-30, drawn to a charge transport material, an 
organophotoreceptor containing the material, and an apparatus containing the 
organophotoreceptor, classified in class 430, subclass 79. 

II. Claims 17-25, drawn to an imaging process, classified in class 430, subclass 
117. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be used in another and materially 
different process, such as charging the surface of the organophotoreceptor, exposing the 
photoreceptor to a laser light, contacting the exposed surface of the photoreceptor with a dry 
toner, fixing the toner to the surface of the photoreceptor, and contacting the fixed toner with a 
clear coversheet to form a permanent visible image. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Peter Dardi on 15 April 2005 a provisional election 
was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-16 and 26-30. 
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Claims 1-16 and 26-30 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures 
set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1184 O.G. 86), claims 17-25, 
directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now subject to being rejoined. Claims 
17-25 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement made in this Office action is hereby withdrawn. 

Claims 17-25 are also allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
discloses various charge transport materials having carbazole rings and/or fluorenylidene rings 
but does not disclose or suggest the compound of the formula (1 ) as claimed. Mott et al. In US 
Patent 6,066,426 discloses carbazole-containing charge transport compounds but these 
compounds do not contain a fluorenylidene group bonded in the manner shown to a nitrogen of 
an azine. Janssens et aL in US Patent 3,912,509, Renfrew in US Patent 3,948,938 and Fox in 
US Patent 3,542,546 disclose linked carbazole groups but does not disclose a fluorenylidene 
group or azine group. JP 02-208659 discloses bisazo compounds having carbazole groups and 
fluorenone groups but does not disclose the requisite azine linkages (see compound 69). Law 
et aL in US Patent Application Publication 2003/01 13643 discloses charge transport compounds 
having carbazole rings and fluorenylidene rings and azine groups but these compounds do not 
have the fluorenylidene group bonded in the manner shown to a nitrogen of an azine. Further, 
this reference has the same inventive entity as the instant application and is not available as 
prior art. None of the claims in the copending application corresponding to the '643 publication 
render obvious the claimed charge transport compounds.
